Escape of a White Female Convict in

Male Attire..About 1 o?clock .yesterday
morning Jennie Beattie alias Irish Jennie,
a white woman, who wa9 sent to the peni¬
tentiary from Norfolk to serve out a term of
seven years for murder in the second degree,
made good her escape. Owiug to the crowd¬
ed condition of the buildings of the peniten¬
tiary proper, the female convicts have to be
kept in two frame house* outside the prison
walls. These houses were not constructed
for the purposes to which they are now ap¬
plied, and their windows arc barred only by
narrow strips of plank nailed to the window-
friuics. An ordinary close fence, sixteen or

seventeen feet high, surrounds the houses,
and gives what little security there i.s to this
department.
Jennie came to the institution In 1870,

having deliberately killed a woman in Nor¬
folk by shoot inir her with a pistol. On ac-

count of her quarrelsome temper she was
contined iu a cell to herself, and, as it now
turns out. occupied her spare moments in
m iking a suit of male attire out of her bed-
blankets. This she put on in place of her
striped garments, and with an old hinge
easily prized one of the wooden bars from her
window, which was on the second floor.
Then tying a hod-quilt to another bar, she
without trouble let herself out and lowered
herself into the yard.
The guard oh duty at that hour was out

of sight of her movements, and she went to
a corner of the fence, where she was shel¬
tered from observation when he made his
rounds, and with a trowel made an excava¬
tion under the fence large enough to admit
her body. Through this hole she crawled
from the yard directly into lielvldere street.
A gentleman who lives in that immediate
neighborhood is confident he heard the
sound of carriage wheels on that street
about the time the escape was made. It is
conjectured, therefore, that Jennie had some

gallant knight awaiting her arrival outside,
and that he had a carriage or some other
vehicle ready to transport her to a place of
safety. She is quite good-looking, is now
about twenty-two years of age, and bad
served out fobr years of her term of sen¬
tence when she so unceremoniously and un¬

graciously took leave of Superintendent
Strother and his assistants.

In November, 1872, Mr. William E. Tan¬
ner, then president of the Board of Direc¬
tors of the Penitentiary, in a report ud-
dre^sed to Governor Walker, called his at-
tculiou to the condition of the female de¬
partment, and recommended that u new
brick building be erected for "the additional
security of these prisoners against escape
and fire." The report was transmitted by
the Governor to the General Assembly, but
was never acted upon favorably.
Teachers' Institute in Manchester..The

teachers of* Manchester and many of those
of Chesterfield held an institute at the Bap¬
tist church in Manchester yesterday. The
occasion was made most agreeable and pro¬
fitable l»y the instructive addressee of School
Superintendents B. A. Hancock, of Che-ter-
field; J. J. Ladd, of SmunUm ; J. If. Bm-
t'oid, of Richmoud, and Professor II. II.
Smith, of Sbeiuj'Ville, Tenn,
At the afternoon ses>ion, after Professor

Hancock had delivered the opening address,
ttyifessor Lndd presented a luminous expla¬
nation ot the objects and management of
Teachers' Institutes.
He was followed by Superintendent Bin-

ford, who is entirely familiar with all mat;
trrs relating to the teacher^ art, in valuable
suggestions as to the best mode of teaching
a child to read. This closed the afternoon
session of the institute.
At night addresses were made by Profes¬

sor Smith on "Methods of Teaching " and
Professor Ladd on The School Teachers'
Calling;" and Mr. Binford continued the
subject he had commenced in the afternoon.
The Institute will assemble again to¬

day, and the following topics will be treated
in a manner doubtless highly interesting to
those who may chose to attend : At 9:30 A.
M., " How to Teach Grammar to Begin¬
ners,'* by Professor L-idd ; at 10:30, " How
to Teach Beading and Spelling," by Mr. Bin-
ford; at 11:30, "Truancy and Tardiness,'
how Remedied," by Professor Smith: at
12:30, .' The Qualifications of a Teacher," by
Prof< ssor Laud ; at 1:30 P. M., "Early In¬
struction in Arithmetic," by Mr. Binford.
Upon the conclusion of this address there
will be a recess until 7:30 P. M., when ad¬
dresses will be delivered by Messrs. Clopton,
Brooks and Walker.
Professor Ladd will close with his views

upon "Normal Instruction the .Need of the
State."
Iron Moulders' International Union..

The Iron Moulders' International Union yes¬
terday resolved te hold their next conven¬
tion at Cleveland, Ohio, on the first Wednes¬
day alter the 4th of July. 1870, and agreed to
adjourn sine die at 1 o'clock to-day.
A resolution was passed tendering the

thanks of the Convention to Governor
Kemper for his kindness to the members, to
which was added by the officers transmitting
it, a fervent wish that the mingling together
of representatives of all section-* might create
the ties of uiron »ud friendship t>o nece.^a-
ary to the success of the uatiou.
The members of the International Union

seem to be well pleased with Richmoud and
with their rtception by our people. Owing
to the condition of the Richmond Union,
whose members have sufl'ered as much as

any other poniou of the community from
the effects of t he panic, they have not l>een
as sumptuously cutertained as they would
have been under more favorable circum¬
stances, but nevertheless their brethren here
have left in their minds no doubts concern¬

ing their hospitality and good will. The
members of the Union are all practieal mould¬
ers, regularly engaged at the trade. The
session of their body has been marked by
dignity and intelligence, and their delibera¬
tions will doubtless result iu much good to
the Order.

A Flank Movement on the Police..
Since the police authorities interdicted boys
batbing in the canal within the corporate
limits the rising generation resident iu the
southern portion of the city have felt much
aggrieved, and they have more thau once
taken counsel together as to the situation.

They disported them¬
selves in the water for a good while, much to
their own satisfaction and delight and to the
divertiscroeut of at least a hundred specta¬
tors. Thus this grave question appears to
have met with a solution acceptable to all
concerned.
